modern technology to insure our guests 
don’t see the red, red mud of the mighty 
Mississippi, but the clean, blue-green waters 
of the Buena Vista Lagoon reflecting the Vil- 
lage across the way. 

We visited the “Empress Lilly” to taste her 
entertainment fare, then traveled due West 
several miles to the South Service Area for a 
lesson on how to un-muddy the waters be- 
neath her.

Four madcap entertainers make up the 
Baton Rouge Music Company, providing 
continuous entertainment nightly in the col- 
orful Baton Rouge Lounge. 

Guitarist Denny Zavett leads the crowd in 
sing-alongs of everything from “Annie 
Rooney” to “The Mickey Mouse Club Song” 
to a “Sweet Georgia Brown” whistle-along 
‘that sounds like an Audubon Society Con- 
vention.” 

Denny also seeks out guests who are celeb- 
rating “‘birthdays, anniversaries and final 
payments on °56 Chevies”’ recruiting 
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Environmental Associate John Repoff 
spends half his time in the Environmental 
Protection Department’s sophisticated 
laboratory and the rest in the field.

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THE UN-RED, RED MUD OF THE 
MIGHTY MISSISSIPPI ... 


Miles away, tucked in a cluster of prefabri- 
cated buildings making up our South Service 
Area, is an inconspicuous office with a sign 
over its door reading Pest Control. Sitting 
down with Juan Cano, Industrial Engineer, 
Walt Pillows, Supervisor of Pest Control, 
and John Repoff, an Environmental As- 
sociate with our Environmental Protection 
Department, we sought out an answer to the 
almost overnight change from a murky 
brown to sparkling blue-green of the Buena 
Vista Lagoon. 

And we found that in recreating a turn-of- 
the-century river boat, realism can only be

mathematical calibrations. 


carried so far ... which does not include a 
muddy, murky lagoon underneath her. 

“During the ‘Empress Lilly’ construction 
period, large amounts of dirt were removed 
from in and around the Buena Vista Lagoon. 
The run-off completely clouded the waters,” 
John explained. 

“For the grand opening ceremonies, we 
wanted clear sparkling water to enhance the 
beauty of the structure,” Juan continued, “‘so 
we combined a lot of hard work and a little bit 
of modern magic.” 

Using laymen’s terms for our benefit, John 
told EYES & EARS that minute particles of 
clay became suspended in the water due to 
construction. Normally, particles in water 
clump together and fall to the bottom. But 
due to the chemical makeup of clay, each 
particle picked up a negative charge of elec- 


tricty. 

Now, think back to that high school course 
you took in Introduction to Chemistry, and 
you ll remember the physics law that “like 
particles repel one another.” And that’s just 
what happened in the lagoon . . . each parti- 
cle of clay repelled others near it, creating a 
permanent murky effect, because none 
would clump together and fall to the bottom! 

But science came to the rescue. A week- 
long operation to clean up the lagoon began 
with the Reedy Creek Utilities Company 
Drainage Department transporting a 14-ton 
barge from Bay Lake to the Buena Vista La- 
goon. Once water born, Pest Control per- 
sonnel, under the guidance of the Environ- 
mental Protection Department, began 
pumping 17,000 gallons of liquid aluminum 
sulphate in a precise calibration across the 
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surface of the murky brown water. 

“The aluminum sulphate chemically 
causes the electrical charges to change and 
the clay particles are then attracted together. 
Once they clump together and become 
heavier than the water, they sink to the bot- 
tom,” Juan explained. 

Next, they pumped liquid polymer across 
the lagoon. “‘The polymer sinks and forms a 
sort of sticky net over the clay on the bottom, 
to prevent it from being stirred up by boat 
props passing overhead,” John continued. 

Walt and Juan contributed the efficiency 
and smooth operation of the massive project 
to the careful inspection of equipment made 
by mechanics at Ground Maintenance De- 
partment, laboratory experiments per- 
formed by the Environmentalists, and the 
hard work by Pest Control.
